A CAPSULE OF 1969-70 



AUGUST 1969 

School officially opened at 8:30 A.M. 
August twenty-fifth, but it actually began 
long before this. Football workouts began 
on the fifteenth and marching band and the 
cheerleading squads began practice for their 
fall seasons, too. The faculty was required 
to be in school beginning the twentieth. The 
first day of the 1969-70 school year saw the 
usual mixup of students, teachers, classes 
and schedules.

Ham Supper, with the usual work and ex- 
citement. The excitement carried on to the 
next week when again the fearless faculty 
downed the KSTT Good Guys. The Christ- 
mas Concert by the band and choir proved 
to be another success as it set everyone in 
the right mood for the holidays. The twenty- 
second brought about College Information 
Day and the pleasures of talking with old 
friends, but the highlight of the month for 
many was our extra day of vacation on the 
twenty third, because of snow. What a way 
to start a vacation and end a month. Decem- 
ber was jolly. 



JANUARY 1970 

School resumed on January 5, 1970, and 
things were in full swing once again, with 
two wrestling meets and varsity basketball 
games the first week. The next week 
brought below zero temperatures and an icy 
school as well as exams. T*he typical apparel 
in class was coats, mittens, and slacks for 
girls. The first week of the second semester 
saw a trip to Des Moines for the North Scott 
Singers, a trip to Pleasant Valley High 
School for those involved in the one act 
plays “I Married Irene Because She Had 
Eyes Like Abraham Lincoln” and “Four on 
a Heath”, and a trip to Luther College and 
the Annual Dorian Music Festival for some 
members of the choir. The wrestlers had 
two important tournaments to attend, the 
Pleasant Valley Tourney and the Conference 
tournament at Savanna, Illinois. Two home 
basketball games had half-time entertain- 
ment presented by the trampoline team.

The Tri-School Band Festival was held 
in the North Scott gym on Saturday the 
eleventh, and the Tipton Tiger Relays were 
held at the Tipton High School track. The 
Davenport Relays were held on the eigh- 
teenth at Brady Street Stadium. The North 
Scott Band Festival was held on the nine- 
teenth, a Sunday afternoon. The following 
weekend saw part of the track team journey 
to Des Moines and the annual Drake Relays, 
April twenty-fourth and twenty-fifth. April 
ended with an aud presented by the North 
Scott band on the afternoon of the thirtieth. 
April was foolish. 



MAY 1970 

May proved to be a beginning as well as 
an end. The second, a Saturday, brought the 
State Large Group music contest as well as 
the Gateway Gassic in Ginton. Tryouts for 
cheerleaders for the 1970-71 season were 
held in the gym the following Monday and 
Tuesday. The student body of the high 
school gathered in the gym the afternoon 
of the seventh for the Awards Assembly. 

The district track meet was held on the 
eighth and ninth, qualifing those going on to 
State. After weeks of planning and work the 
class of ’71 sponsored their prom “The 
Rain, the Park, and Other Things” on the 
evening of the ninth. The conference track 
meet was held on the two year old North 
Scott track on the twelfth. The vocal de- 
partment presented its last concert of the 
year the following Sunday afternoon. Finals 
for the seniors began the week of the eigh- 
teenth with baccalaureate and commence- 
ment practice the afternoon of the twenty- 
first, and the senior picnic on the twenty- 
second. The twenty-third brought the State 
Track Meet, and Baccalaureate was held on 
the twenty-fourth. Commencement was 
held on May twenty-seventh at 8:00 P.M. 
School officially ended at 3:45, May 
twenty-eighth. May was a month of finales, 
but ended very merry.
